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Newly submitted claims 28-32 directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
following reasons: The original claims were product claims and process of 
using the product claims, which are outside of the realm of new claims 28- 
32, which call for a deodorizing treatment process. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by 
original presentation for prosecution on the merits.

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Orthoefer for reasons of record. 

Applicant urges that the claim is not anticipated by the reference 
because the reference does not deodorize the product. This argument has 
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been considered but is not persuasive because the claims are directed to a 
product and not to a deodorization process. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would not anticipate that the product of Orthoefer would have an odor 
because the components of the composition are not volatile. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sertoli as further evidenced by Orthoefer and Swern taken together for 
reasons of record. 

Applicant urges that the claim is not anticipated by the reference 
because the reference does not deodorize the product. This argument has 
been considered but is not persuasive because the claims are directed to a 
product and not to a deodorization process. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would not anticipate that the product of Bertoli would have an odor because 
the components of the composition are not volatile.
